"no regulations have beetr adopted, it Is linpos- 


sible to say angthiag definite concerning the 
matter,. The Chinese are, always opposed to 
anything new which they don’t thoroughly com- 
_. prehend, There is no doubt but that regulations 
will be formed to worl: satisfactorily and facilitate 
- trade, especially’ should: a man of Mr. Hobson's 
ability be sent here to open the port., But that 
the opening of Chungking to foreign trade will 
* materjally benefit the ° foreign merchants in 
China is, I think, very doubtful. Jt will have 
the effect oflaying down foreign goods in Chung, 
. king cheaper by the balf duty, which will benefit 
the consumer; also native produce for export 
will pay whalf less, and that is, I think, the sum 
total of the benefit to be derived from opening 


‘the port, It is pretty certain that no foreign mer- | - 


chanta will settle in Chungking to do business 
for all native produce can be bought at Shanghai 
- on better terms to the foreign merchant than at 
Chungking and: without any risk to run which 
he cannot cover ‘by insurance. ‘ There will be 
no goods sent away. from Chungking under 
transit pass, as the /ek/n in this province is very 
light, probably not amounting ‘to half of the 
transit duty. It is much to be hoped that the 
opening of this port, or something else, may 
occur to revive. the trade which appears to be 


. v unusually stagnant. ‘There are complaints from 


every branch of business that thereisno demand 
for goods and heavy losses have been sustained 
in every line. It was naturally supposed that 
there would be o brisk demand for piece goods, 
~ owing to the high price ‘of raw cotton, which is 
now higher than it has. been for many years, but 
such éxpectations have not been fulfilled. The 
high price of cotton has created a t demand 
for cotton yarns, the ‘trade in which, like almost 
everything else, has been done to death, The 
. Gealers in yeas all made money during the first 
and second Chinege ‘moons, so everybody went 
in for them to theie utmost ability. The conse- 
quence is that the marketis glatted. There is 
now an immense stock on hand with little or 
no, demand, and it is being so'd at a heavy loss. 
The trade of Chungking has been for several 
years vastly overdone, and at least sixty per, 
cent. on borrowed money, and, lose or gain, 
goods have to.be forced on the market in order 
to mect bills drawn againstthem. Under such 
| chreuristances there seems to be no remedy,
